It was a race terribly won; a life 
misonibly lost! The lesson of obedi- 
ence, love and fidelity to discipline 
that it conveyed, will never be effaced 
from memory. 

I graduated, as did Hirchwood, and 
we parted, be to practice medicine, I 
to follow the jn'ol'essiou of chemistry, 
and I soon aftel lost him in the 
world's gri^at turmoil. Ho never 
mentioned the wager again, and the 
stakt>s has been religiously treasured 
as a sad memento. 

This was years and years ago, my 
hair has long since been silvered, and 
the brightuess of the eye faded, but 
I still retain, in an old worn and 
discolored wallet, n vivid remem- 
brance of that fatal " Midnight 
Race. "—Buckannon Banner.

Five minutes iu the naming, and as 
many iu the evening, will make you 
the master of a now language in two 
or three years. Hefore you are of 
middle ago you mtiy speak all the 
modern tongues, if you will but im- 
prove the sj)are moments of the years 
now flying by. 

Minutes are moro than jewels ; they 
are " the stuff that life is made of ;■' 
they tiro diamond stepping-stones to 
wisdom, usefulness iind wealth ; the 
ladder to heaven. 

It will not take you five minutes to 
do a good deed, and one a dtiy will 
make a life of honor and usefulness, 
with glory beyond.

.Considerable discussion is going 
tho rounds of the de:if-mute papers 
on the subject of articnlalion. 

It seems lo me that the main object 
in teaching mutes is lost sight of. 
What wo should strive after is to en- 
able pnpils to think accurately and to 
communicate correctly and readily. 
Very little thinking is done without 
the use of words. The words are not 
written or s|)oken, but are used by the 
mind in currying on mental opera- 
tions. By words we reflect, reason 
and come lo conclusions. It is only 
when we communicate with another 
person, that we speak or write words. 
It is to this mental use of words 
that their greatest v.alue attaches. In 
thinking, we do not use words which 
we do not understand. Hence the 
operations of any mind are limited to 
tlie vocabulary which it possesses. 
thought reflection, meditatioii, specu- 
lation, and to a large degree memory 
and imagination, are dependent upon 
a knowledge of words. A knowledge 
of the meaning of words is equally in- 
dispensable in communication either 
by writing or speaking. It does not 
follow, however, that in writing or 
speaking, words are always used 
whose meaning is comprehended. 
That a sentence is correctly written 
or spoken, is no proof that its import 
is undei stood. Often we find sen- 
tences written or spoken without an 
error, of the meaning of which the 
pupil has not the slightest conception. 
A child may copy, or a mule familiar 
with articulation may read aloud a 
page of English, just as a person ac- 
quainted with the Greek chiiraclers 
and inflections may rend a page of 
Greek without giving utterance to n 
single ider. If then, there can be no 
accurate thinking without nn accurate 
knowledge of words, and on the other 
hand there tnay be much u.se of words 
without any expression of ideas, we 
see that the most im])ortnnt tank 
before the mute is to get ptmsession of 
as many words as possible to make 
himself skillful in their use in at least 
one way, either by writing or by 
speaking. Tne task is not easy. It 
ha>» been said that a pupil who learns 
well one word a day, is making fair 
progress. He must be able to recog- 
nize the word and to use it in any 
presented "ft>rm whicli it may take, and in any 
and every position in a sentence 
which it may occupy, and to know iis 
diff"oreut conneetioii^>. If be thus 
thoroughly learns ore word every 
schf ol day, perhaps he does do all 
that cotild be expected of him. 

And yet this seems very little. Five 
days in a week ; forty weeks in n 
year. At the end five years be would 
have a vocabulary of 1,000 words. It 
must be that an average pupil of five 
years schooling knows more than a 
thousand words! Cirant him two 
thousand. Then let us see. Suppose 
him to be a mute with no knowledge 
of Articulation. It has taken him all 
this time to acquire this little stock of 
words. Would he know more ; 
would he know as many words if in 
the mean lime he had struggled with 
articulation ? I beliove not. If it 
has taken all his timo to learn how 
thesck words look oti paper, could he 
also have learned how they look in o 
speaker B mouth ? If ho has onlj 
been able to learn I he proper forms in 
which lo write thtm under varied 
circumstances, could he also have 
learned the different positions in 
which tho vocal organs must be placed 
in order to utter them in those proper 
forms ? 

Hit has tJiken all his power to 
master their orthogrsphy, how could 
ho at tht same time have mastered 
their prommcintion ? Written lan- 
guage is laboriously acqviired, and by 
a mute spoken language is also 
laboriously acquired, and they cannot 
both be luaslered in the same time 
that one can Im". If ffjwken langtinge 
is more serviceable to a mute than 
written langu.agc, let that be taught 
lo the exclusion of the latt«r. But 
since .luaccuiate knowledge of words 
and their meaning is indispensable, let 
one form or the other be adopted and 
let the largest possible number of 



be acquired. Better be able to think 
and write or to think and speak by 
means (jf 1000 words, than to be able 
to think, write and speak with only 
half this number. If a mute has only 
lime to learn one language, or one 
form of tho same language, or one 
system of communcialion, if that is 
belter, there need be little discussion 
as to which is most serviceable. I 
think no one V>elieve8 that speech 
should be taught to the exclusion of 
writing. It cannot be taught with- 
out encroaching upon the lime which 
7iiu.tf be devoted to written larguoge, 
if the latter be mastered as fully as it 
should be. 

These rem.a'ks, I believe, are appli- 
cable to nearly all deaf mutes. They 
.are not appliciible to semi-mutes or to 
semi-deaf i)erson8, and there are some 
exceptionally bright deaf mutes who, 
doubtless, are able to acquire a good 
vocabulary and also speech as an ac- 
complishment, and to such Articula- 
tion is a grand good thing. But the 
average deaf-imite has enough to do 
without attempting lo cultivate his 
voice.

Efforts to Establish a Florida Institu- 
tion. 

DcBiNO the past two or tbree years, 
efforts have been made to fstablish an 
institntion fur tbe deaf and dumb in 
Floridft. The present indications are 
that an institution will ere long be 
started by tbe State, as the Governor 
has snggested, in his annual message, 
that a portion of the public schools 
fund be used for tbe founding and 
support of a deaf-mute scliool. It is 
estimated that there are over one him- 
dred deaf-mutes of school age in 
Florida, bnt np to tbe present time, 
the deaf and dumb of Florida have 
lived and died in ignorance. A cou- 
ple of years ago, Mr. Wm. K. Chase 
made a determined but unsuccessful 
fight in tbe educational interest of 
deaf-mutes residing in the Peninsular 
State. Mr. Perry Barnes also work- 
ed with a will for the same ob 
ject. Bot, of late, the matter has re- 
ceived a new impetus, and is calling 
forth great interest, through the per- 
sistent energy of Mr. Thomas Ilines 
CJoleman, a ' ft; of the Nutional 
Deaf-Mntc ' . ff Washington, 
D. C. Tbe progress thus fur is very 
encouraging, and to judge from pres- 
ent aspecti*, next fall will find several 
deaf-mutes nnder tuition in a Florida 
InstitutioD for the Deaf and Dumb. 



New Jersey Institution. 

The latest n«ws a^ n eerntpg the New 
Jersey Institution is very gratifying. 
A dispatch, dated February 27th, 
says : — " In the New Jersey Legisla- 
tnre, a message was received from the 
Oovernor, recommending that the 
proceeds of the sale of the Stevens 
Battery, $62,770, be appropriated to 
the Deaf and Dumb Institntion. A 
bill to this effect was introduced by 
Senator Taylor. Amendments limit- 
ing tbe Appropriations to a part only 
of this sum were defeated, and the 
bill passed to a third reading." It is 
not known whether those pupils from 
New Jersey now in other institutions 
will be removed to tbe home institu- 
tion when it is started, bnt the general 
imprcMiou seemx to be that they will 
l>e allowed to finish their terms in tbe 
Several scb>x>l4 in which they are now 
being taught, and that only new pu- 
pils, of whom. there is no lack, will 
attend the New Jersey Institntion 
at the outset.

Mf. Donnelly is a young man, a coin- 
|)ositor in tlii! office of the Woon 
socket Ihpurlcr. While at work upon 
iho lyiios, ho sooms to htivo been in 
the habit of improving his mind in 
every possible way, especially in lan- 
KU.'ige, a branch of knowlod/^e that re- 
(jiitjcK patient, ciirelul study, ond his 
pi ogress in the acquisition of language 
has heeri vCry marked from the lirst 
day he entered a newspaper otlice. 
His experience is ii line illunlration of 
the old Ba)ing: " Whi r j Ihtro iso will, 
then! is a way." Cons, (piently, he 
knew the immense viilue and benefi- 
cial results of an education, and was 
perfectly at home in his discussion of 
tli.'it important topic. After describ- 
ing the manifold blessings which a 
well-tmllivaied mind confers upon the 
possessor, the lecltirer urged his au- 
dience not to slight their opporluiii 
ties for sulf improvement, nor to sneer 
at others who were blessed with a 
Hiiixnior odu(;ation. The Nalional 
Deaf Mute College at Washington, 
he said, has been doing a good wcirk 
in the education of cur class, and de- 
serves the gialilude of all who have 
liiirtaken of its benelils. lis stand 
mg is deservedly high among the 
other colleges in this country, and il 
is no such easy matter to got through 
the whole course, as disappointed 
envy and i riioranco sometimes assert. 
The Faculty of the college are firm 
yet kind in their discipline, and strict 
in their recpiirements of scholarly 
standing. IMi'. Donnelly cited as an 
exatnple, the fuel that out of a class 
of lliirteen students in the buginniiig 
of the course, only three succeeded in 
(gaining the degree of B.icholor of 
Arts, among whom ho was proud to 
count a young friend of his. The de- 
gree of Bachelor of Arts, tho highest 
in the gift of the college, is conferred 
only after the whole course in laii 
guagos, mathematics and philosophy 
has 1)0011 gone through, and il is 
worthy of every student's piide and 
iimbition. Mi. Donnelly frankly add- 
ed, with a sniilo, that he wouhl have 
been very glad to win such a degree, 
but he was prevented by circumstances 
beyond his control from going through 
collego. The reason why h.» loft col- 
lege before finishing his course, was 
ill order to support a widowed mo- 
ther, though he dill not suy so. All 
honor lo such a (iliiil son. Mr. Don- 
I. oily m;ido sutdi a very favorable im- 
press upon the Ho-ilonians, that he 
will be iisU(m1 at no distant d.'iy to fa- 
vor them with another letiUire. 

On tho same day and at the same 
hour, anoiher promising young man, 
one of Boston special favoiiles, wns 
delivering a lecture in Lowell, nixtn the 
value of a good name. Edwin W. 
Frisbee altntcleda good-sizi^d tiudi 
enco to his lecture in Ihe city of spin- 
dles and looms, in ^pite of uiifavorublo 
weather, .'ind from what wo have 
he.Mid, his lecture was well delivered, 
and, whdt is more, well received. 

For several moiilhs past, an unususl 
degree of religious fervor was notice- 
able at tho jirayer-meelings. SevernI 
young men, who had never taken any 
active ])art in those meetings, now 
rose and spoke for the lirst lime. 
Those meetings partook of tho charac 
Ic-r of revivals, and were largely at- 
tended. The inci'easo in religious in- 
ttu'ost, was duo to two causes : firstly, 
the sudden, unexpected death of 
Frank Skillin, a friend ond a com- 
panion of them all, who was taken 
away in tho llower of his youth; and, 
secondly, lo tho active presence 
and stirring eloqiienco of Prof. 
Weeks, of Hartford. In order to 
kec)) tho religious llimo alive, Prof. 
Weeks had been engaged for the 
whole month of February, and at the 
close of his last sorvice, ho was pre 
senled with a liltle over ten dollars 
in cash, and what ho |>ri/.ed tho most, 
an eh^gant edilion of the Bible in soft 
Morocco binding, worth fifteen dol- 
lars, which had been bought by sub 
scription. It was called a pastor's 
study Bible, combining a text-book 
and a concordance. Prof. Weeks's 
named was stamped in gilt letters up- 
on the cover. In aiMilion to the 
Bible, a larne block of paper imide by 
Mr. Wm. (loldHmilh, of Cambridge 
port, was presented to him for writing 
his sermons on. Prof. Weeks was 
much affected by the sight of the 
bible, deolHiing that there was no- 
thing wliitih ho would pri/.e more 
than such a gift. Ho has been a 
faithful worker in his Master's Vine- 
yard, and the laborer i» worthy of his 
hire. A Friknd.

The "Guild of Silent Workers" 
held its regular monthly meeting on 
Tuesday evening lost. 

Dr. (J.'vllaudot occupied tho chair, 
and Mr. Hodgson recorded. The 
Vice President, Rev. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, was also proseiit. 

Four now members were ailmilted. 
Treasurer Powntill reported .f'27 in 
the Treasury. 

Mr. S. M. Brown, of the Visiting 
Committee, reported that he had 
in.'ido seven visits, and, he thought, 
accom])lished nmch good. 

Ml'. W. O. Fitzgerald said in 
beluilf of the Enlerlainment Commit- 
tee, that they had decided to hold a 
series of loctur(!.«, to be given by cele- 
brated and distinguished New York- 
ers, appropriating the proceeds derived 
from admissions to the Guild. 

Mr. C. K. Thomson olTered an 
amendment to the rules of order (U- 
procedure, which was unimiinously 
passed. It limits the time of eiich 
Mpeaker on ony subject to ten min- 
utoH, provided the time is not extend- 
ed by a volo of Iwo-thirds of the 
members present. 

Mr. Charles O'Brien, who a short 
time ago delivered a very snccetsfnl 
lecture l>eroro ihe Manhattan Liternry 
Association, presented the Guild wilh 
tho amount ^1|(3) which he had receiv- 
ed for his leciuro. It was received 
wilh applause, and ho was immediate- 
ly leiKlered a vot<^ of thank;-'. 

A collection w.'is taken up to secure 
tho wherewithal to print the Con- 
stitution tind By liws. In three min- 
utes enough was secured to buy one 
hundred copies. Big-hearted .Iiiccjues 
Loew camo down handsomely — us he 
always does. 

Mr, Hodgson, near tho close of tho 
session, made a fuw remarks concern- 
ing the new society that will be for- 
mally organized on Saturday, March 
3d. A report had gained eredenco 
that the new society was opposed to 
Dr. Gallaiidet. This is a mislake. 
The foremost workers in the new or- 
gani/'ition are among Dr. G 's slanch- 
est friends. Some of lliem were o[). 
l)0.sed to the Const ilutitm of the 
"Guild." and not wishing lo remain 
idle in tho work of charily, thoy 
thought it better to start a new society 
unci work in their own way, i at her 
than sacrifice their religious convic- 
tions and liberal opinions by becom- 
ing membots of a society with whose 
methods of government ihcy were not 
in full 8ymi)atliy. If there were ;iiiy 
who had religiouH .scitiples about join- 
ing the Guild, be hoped they would 
find tho new society more congenial, 
and lend their aid in helping it along. 
He iidvisgd those who belonged lo the 
Guild to stick lo it, os it would not bo 
pleasant for members of the new or- 
gani/.'ilion to think thai they had in 
any wiiy contributed to deplete tho 
ranks of the " .Silent Workers." 

Mr. Bond said thai the Guild was 
in reality Episcopalian, as it wjis uh- 
der Episcop.'il control, but that its ob- 
ject WMS to render ossistancoto all, be 
they while or black, .lew or Gentile. 
Their creed made no differeiic >, as 
cases deserving of chortty would re- 
ceive nssistonce without regiud to sect 
or nationality. 

Tho meeting w.is smooth and or 
derly throughout, and at its conclu- 
sion there was much shaking of hands, 
more mutual congratnlationH, ond 
still more enthusiasm mtuiifested by 
the members, who saw for their Guild 
a future of honor and usefulness.

within a year. Hhotild he Im aecitrod, and ac- 
qniro tho qnlincalioiiH in an educational viow, 
tho truxtooB will oUict him. Mr. Talbot, tho ac- 
ting Hnperintoiident, has consented to romnin, 
iiiBtoad of going Weit aa he bad made arrango- 
moiitB to upon Mr. F,ly"H arrival. Ho dooa not 
fc!ol like accepting the (KiBilion ixirmanently, for 
tho reaaou that ho dooa not t(w\ iihyHioally able 
to ^Mirform tho dutioa for an indolinito length of 
time. 

Tho icknowledged Buporiority of tho Ohio 
ItiBtitution baa been the moana of depriving 
it of Bcvoral teachora and proaiwctivo Huperin- 
t^indentB, four having been taken from ita force 
in one yoar to HII high po'itionBin aimiiar institii- 
tioiiH ill other States. Tho poculiaritioB of the un- 
rortniiato clanH wlio are aoiit to H\.cb plaooB, from 
tho very nature of their niiafortune, requireii not 
only inanagomont by ono ox|)ort in tho i-igu lan- 
guage, but al'.o lOTBBOHBing groat diHoornmoiit of 
cliaraetoriBtioB in each and every pupil, and the 
ability to copo with thoae jwciiliarltioB of former 
liome training and Hurroundiiiga. It la to be 
iiopod the TriinteoH will be able to aecure auch a 
Huporintondent. 

Ill the Appropriation Bill, thougb 
not yet passed, but no fears aro inter- 
tained as to its successful patisage, is 
m item giving this Institution fifteen 
tliousantl dollars for new steam lieit- 
ing and ventilating ap|)aratU8, the 
sumo to bo complete in every respect. 

The best thing to do with anony- 
mous letters or communications, the 
foll'iwing advice from such an emi- 
nent source should be taken by deaf- 
mutes as well as hearing persons : — 

Anonymous Letters.

Mr. H. Green, of the carjienter 
lopartmeiit of our Institution, spent

Stick amd Rule. 



A highly interested audience was in 
attendance at the fifth Faculty lecture, 
which was delivered last evening by 
Professor Chickering. " Astronomy " 
was the topic of the evening, and 
those In attendance were amply re- 
paid in the descriptions ar.d facts set 
forth by tho lecturer. 

Remarking that previous lectures 
of this course had reference to man, 
his history on earth, his duties and 
accomplishments, the professor an- 
nounced that the present occasion we 
were to soar aw.ay from earth and 
take a look on the wonders of 
stellar sjiaces. As on the earth we 
havo an inch, a foot, a rod and the 
like, as standards of measurement, so, 
in astronomy, we have the distance 
from the sun to the earth as the 
standard unit. This distance is so 
great that ti train moving forty miles 
an hour would take 246 years to reach 
the sun from the earth. Spe.aking of 
the sun, the lecturer said that we 
know nothing of its interior. It is 
surrounded by the photosphere, three 
or four thousand miles thick, and 
beyond this there are other metallic 
vapors several thousand miles in 
height. The spots on the sun, near 
tho solar, equator, nti>of various si/.os 
and numbers. Ono spot, in 1870, was 
172,000 miles in dii\nieter, and would 
havo held 400 earths. This spot w.a.s 
shown to liie audience by means of 
photographic plates, which the pro- 
fessor had on hand. The sol.ar eclipse 
was then explained, and a largo plate 
illustrating tho total eclipse of July 
29tli, 1878, was shown, where could 
be seen the corona and solar protu- 
berances. Pjissing from the sun, the 
moon was next visited, and numerous 
interesting facts made known. A 
caunon ball would require nine days 
to reach it from the earth, tind an 
expre.«3 train eight months. The 
" man in the moon'' was explained as 
being marks h^ft by tho actions of ex- 
tinct volcanoes, diagrams of which 
were exhibited. Then the several 
planets were described and illu^'trated, 
and this was followo«l by a descrip- 
tion of comejs. Tho great comet of 
1881 was described, and its appear- 
ance at intervals, varying from three 
and a half years to a hundred thou- 
sand. In 1843, its tail was two hun- 
dred million miles long, but in all 
probability it is n harmless visitor 
and has no intention of coming into 
collision with our e.irth. Besides the 
drawings already monlioned, the pro- 
fessor also exhibited drawings of the 
Zodiacal Light, part of the Milky Way, 
the Aurora IBorealis of March, 187i2, 
group of snu spots, the various planets 
and other solar bodies. The diagram* 
used were the Trouvelot collection of 
astronomical drawings, and served to 
fully illustrate the lecturer's descrip- 
tions. 

It has been finally decided to have 
the gymnasium drill and dramatic 
performance on Friday evening, 
March IGth. For tho occasion, the 
comniitteo have agreed to present a 
burlesquo entitled Orpheus and Eury- 
dice," the parts of which have already 
been assigned. Rehearsals will bo 
held at regular intervals, thus assur 
ing a pretty good rendering of the 
play. Should it bo found convenient, 
another sketch will be added to the 
|)rogramme, though, as arranged at 
present, it apjiears to be as well as 
can bo desired. 

Early in the week, we woro all 
shocked by the falling in of ii sec 
tion of the recctjtly constructed sewer. 
Our engineers wtro immediately on 
the scone, where they beiield a break 
of about thirty feet. Of course tho 
matter was fully discussed, and our 
iTien came to a decided conclusion that 
the cimtiact)rs did not know what 
llioy wt r J about. Wvll, this old sewer 
has given us plenty of topics for con 
vorsation. Tho excavations hav.c fur- 
nished tho Seniors with illustrations 
I of various kind of earths, such as thoy 
read of in their Geological studies. 
The Juniors and Sophomores have 
had plenty of opportunities for study- 
ing various muchinory for raising 
heavy weights, though ihey have not 
yet come across any coiitrivanco for 
raising their moustaches. Wliilo as 
for the Froshios and '"Ducks," they 
have also been b»no(itcd by tho o.vercise 
required in walking on planks wilhout 
tumbling headlong in mud ditches. 
Yes, this sewer is a blessing,* one, how- 
ever, we all fervently liopo may soon 
be out of our sight. 

Thursday was the first holiday wo 
had during tho present term. There 
were no special services in College. 
On the chapol staff, tho, flag waved 
bravely to tho breeze, but somehow 
our patriotism was dampened by tho 
aspect, of tho weather. Later in the 
day, it rained, and that meant mud 
and plenty of practice with shoo brush- 
es. StiHthe students appear to have 
enjoyed tho day. Some went to view 
tlio procession in town, others made a 
pilgriiniige to tho capitol, and a good 
many staid at liomo in c >mforiablo 
nrmchairs with favorite books in their 
hands.

Tho following is from a Boston 
paper, under the head of " Irislj, 
News :" 

" At a special court, held at Tip- 
perary, on January 26th, a laborer 
named John Hoonon, a deaf mute, 
was sentenced to a week's imprison 
ment under the Crimes Act The 
defendant 8wt)re that he had walked 
from Coshel to Tipperary on the 16th 
ult., and that he hud only 3 pence in his 
pocket when he arrived at the latter 
town, and that he had endeavored 
to earn a few additional pence by 
dancing, when he was shortly after- 
wards arrested.'' 

Several members of the " Guild of 
Silent Workers " have or are going to 
resign from that organization. They 
are dissatisfied with the way its meet 
ings aro managed. One of the prin- 
cipal causes is that several havo 
friends who are of that class not eligi- 
ble to office. They expected the new 
Constitution would set things on a 
more fair footing, but it was cast 
aside and the old one allowed to run, 
hence the trouble. Others snggest 
that it bo reorganized, and only 
those belonging to tho P. E. Charch 
l>o allowed lo join, after the manner 
of the deaf-mute guild of Philadelphia, 
which is said to bo composed exclu- 
sively of P. E. mutes.

Prof. Jenkins is one of tlie teachers 
at Fan wood. 

" Amtricus" wants Ot) know why 
additions are not made to his society 
— the M. L. A., — and enlieats the 
ladies to jiorsuade tlie "bashful ones " 
to join. The only reason is that deaf- 
mui04 joining a society alw.ays expect 
to Let something in return. The 
M. L. A. is governed by a few. 



These few run the society as they 
choose. They sweep in all the offices. 
Those deaf-mutes who, for want of 
intelligence or the necessary cash are 
shoved to the wall, do not care to 
join. Also some of its most pushing 
members, who refused to join the 
"ring," resigned in disgust long ago. 
Start a '* benevolent fund," or have a 
gymnasium, and see what a rush there 
will be. Also the poor management 
of its annual excursions and levees 
are one of its greatest drawbacks. It 
is a tough person who can stand 
being laughed at or have his society 
laughed at. This Society chooses 
man.agers with big and well known 
names to run their entertainments, 
who don't care a rap about deaf 
mutes, or else know nothing about 
their duties. If any Club needs "re- 
form " the M. L. a. is the one.

It is a mistake to suppose that 
widow of tho lato Joseph Smith, 
original Mormon prophet, who 
killed in the Cartlmge, III., jail, was 
" sealed" to Brigh am Young, and is 
still living in Salt Lake City. The 
widow was married to I^cwis 0. Bida- 
inon, of Nauvoo, 111., in 1847. She 
died at the same place in April, 1879 
in her seventy-fifth year, and is hur- 
ried hero in one of the beautiful ceme- 
teries. Three of her sons. Joseph, 
Alexander H. and David II. Smith, 
are living at Ltimoni, Iowa. 

On tho evening of Fobrnary 5th, 
we had a splendi(l masquoiado bull 
at our city hall. Sovenil prizes were 
drawn by diiloront parties, consisting 
of a fine sleigh, one IJerkshire psg, one 
cushioned rocker, six cushioned chairs, 
one cook stove, and other things. The 
Nauvoo mutes attended tho ball. The 
brother of ono named Henry Brugger 
was married on the same thiy and at 
tended the ball. The next night, the 
Nauvoo boys gave him and bride a 
serenade or charivari. 

Tho groat Mississippi River at this 
place is frozen over and jieople and 
teams pass over the ice bridge. The 
sleighing has been splendid this sea- 
son, and wo have had numerous skat- 
ing ptirties, so tho winter has been 
enjoyable with us. 

We read the papers with sorrow 
about tho great flood in the Ohio 
Valley. The deaf-mutes of Pitta- 
burgh, Cincinnati, Louisville, and all 
along the river aro seeing what they 
never saw befoix*. Tiic Indians might 
have seen such a volume of water in 
the river, and exclaimed " O-high-O !" 
and so the river wtis nauiod : but his 
white successors never saw such a flood 
as this. We are on tho JNlississippi 
River, and there are foars tliat wo 
will also have a great flood as soon as 
tho ice breaks up, tmd the snow 
iiiclls. Mr. W. G. Diver, a mute 
lives a few miles above here close to 
the river, and it overflows his farm to 
such an extent that he loses all he 
raises. 

Tho city of Nauvoo is above the 
over flow and we have no fears for our 
place. 

On Saturday, February 16th, Uncle 
Tom's Cabin came to Nauvoo, and we 
all had a flne treat at our city liull. 
It was crowded so full that there was 
no standing room. Among the audi- 
ence were the Nauvoo mutes who en- 
joyed the play immensely. The roars 
of laughter and applause were deaf- 
ening. 

We witnessed tho play of Uncle 
Tom's Cabin twice before, once m 
Torpnto, Canada, yet we enjoyed it 
ever so much, and there seems to bo 
no decreasing interest in it. 

It is a fact not generally known, 
that Alaska, the territory belonging 
to Uncle Sam, lias one of the largest 
rivers in the world. The Yukon 
River is navigable for ono thousand 
and five hundred miles. It is so wide 
at tho lower course, that one hank 
cannot be seen from the otlier. Tho 
distinice across its five mouths and 
intervening deltas is seventy miles. 

Thero are three doaf mules living in 
Nauvoo City ; tuid ono mute lady lives 
a few miles south of here, and two 
young mutes live a few miles north of 
liore on the river, and five mutes live 
about ton miles cast of here. One 
deaf mule lives just across the river in 
lowt, and two live at Fort Miidison. 
eight miles from here in Iowa, and 
eight mules live down in Keokuk. 
Iowa, twelve miles from bore, and 
three mutes live in Warsaw, 111 , fifteen 
miles from lierc, so there seems lo be 
plenty deaf-mutes around this neigh- 
borhood.

The sad intelligence of the death of 
Mr. William Reighart, caused much 
sorrow among the numerous friends 
who have known him personally. Mr. 
Reighart passed away peacefully on 
Saturday evening, February 17th, and 
was interred in Johnstown, Pa , on the 
20th. He had for two past years been 
an invalid, having been nfllicted with 
that scourge of the American people — 
consumption — a disease from which 
there seems to be no escape. He liad 
lieeii married but two years when he 
was called away to a better place, 
where there is no sickness, nor trouble 
nor sin. He was employed in the 
Booming Mill of the Steel Works at 
Braddocks for six years ; but the state 
of his health wos such that he was 
forced to give up his work.

Wliiit teri'iljlc dcsliiic 
lion of |)i<>i»crly iind lifo it CiiiiKCS. 
Holds iitid boiinJitig liiiiiHcs tiro onx.v 
I>i'cy8 lo I lie fliiiiies. Tliey liiivo to be 
^^iiMided iiif^lit iiikJ diiy. They mo 
being provided with liio e.xciiitcs for 
the f.ifeiy of hiiiiiiui l.fe. 

Are the Deuf and Dumb Inatitn- 
lioiis provided willi fire etcapes ? Ni>. 
Are the liliiid Iiisiiiniions und the 
insitne hoKpitiils proviiied wilh fire 
efcciipes ? No. llow can I ho lives of 
It hundred inniiileH be suved in case of 
fire ? IJeing frmii three lo livestoriex 
iiigh, how coiiiil the pupils escape if 
(.he stairs were on lire?' Outside 
escapes sire ab-ioliilely neeensary. 

The lowii InsliLiiiion for D.iaf and 
Dumb lit (Ji)iincil Bliilt^. wa^ nearly 
consiiiiied by lire a 'few yeai's ago. 
The iniimlet) had a Eiirrow e.sciipi- 
rmin being roasted alive. They hud 
only time to wako and jump out, of 
tho windows in llicir nigiit clothe.x. 
It was in winier lime and very cold, 
and they were buthlled together in 
the sliopH. Tl»«v lust all their trunks 
and clothing. It is a wonder that 
none weit; killed by jumping from 
the windiiwH, though several were 
slightly injured If the Institutinn 
had lire ercajies at the time, it would 
have been easier for all to escape from 
the building, instead of periling life 
and littib by jumping frotii the win- 
iluws. 

The Oulifornia Institution met 
with a like calamity, and it, is suppos- 
ed all the intnaies escaped wilh their 
live.i. The Nebra^ka hospital for the 
insuiic was coin|ilei,ely consumed by 
lire a few years agti, and several of the 
inmates lost their lives. The Soldiers' 
homes at Kiiighlstown, Jnd., and 
Dayloii, Ohio, were consumed by lire 
several yetirs iigo, and no tloiibt several 
pcr.^ons were lost in the ilames. 

The N'ewhall house horror iit Mil- 
waukee was a terrible cataslro|)lic, be- 
yond de..-cription, and in it one poor 
deaf and dumb hired girl was con- 
sumed with many others in the ruins, 
and is now buried in an unknown 
grave. 

The Indiana Institution had two or 
three narrow escapes from the devour- 
ing flames. The fifth stoiy is occu- 
pied by the girls with a single flight of 
suiirs leading lo il, imd in case ii. was 
on fire, how could the girls escape? 

The Ohio Institution also ha<l a 
niiriow escape frtim the llaineK. It 
was cxiinguished bv the iiublo action 
of the Ohio Deaf-Miite Fin; Hrigade. 
I believe this is the only deaf iniiie 
iirt; briuaile in tiie world, and thev 
ought to have tho initials of 0. I), il. 
I'', jj. siriick on their belt buckles or 
medal, and have it inscribed on their 
ll.ig. 

Now all the tlcafand diimii Tnstilii- 
tions should be provided wiili lirr 
esciipe*', to enable the inmates ti> have 
an easy way to efcajic from the build- 
ings in case of Are. It is a wonder 
that such a provision was never 
tboiight of before. How wo shudder 
to tliink, in cmo one of those large 
Instiiuiions were nii fire, how the in- 
mates woiiM be loasted in their sleep, 
or rushing here and there to escape, 
wiili'iut presence of mind, and then 
tiiinble into the ruins like that of the 
Nitwhall house honor. KH|iecially 
Wdiild tiio liiilo citildren be so frighi- 
ene-l that they would hardly know 
what to do, ttnless the older ones 
would pull them out some way. 

A gnat im)K'r.itivc emergency exists 
in this case, and ilio ollicers of such 
Institutions should urge their Board 
of Directors, and the Legislature lo 
make some sncli provision for escaj)es 
for the inmiilc8. Ono watchman at 
night IS not enough for such large 
buildings, and yon can not tell what 
tvoiiM liap|K;n (luring the night. We 
might wake some morning and hear 
that one of ihose instituiions was con- 
sumed by fire, and they woulil wonder 
why llif^y were not prejiared for it ho- 
foiehanil. 

In case live* were lost, a jury would 
be impaneled to find ont who was to 
blame for the calamity. They might 
say that theonicers ollhe Insiitiition 
were res|)oiiHible, Ihcii what would 
I hey do ? In the case of ilie Ncwhali 
house calamity, the jury say tiic 
priijirietors of ihc lioiiso are responsi- 
ble. That deeij^i"!! is final. Will 
they pseapo punishment ? In case 
one of ilic ih.-af and dumb in.'tiiiiliims 
should be con>mm4'd by fire, with the 
loss of HO many livea. wnuld theodl- 
ccrs escape |uinixhmont, after the 
jury found them gbiliy and responsi- 
ble for the calamity, or for cureless- 
nesand negligence? 

Let every Instil u'ion for the deaf 
and diiiiii> be provided with fire 
cxcrtiies. before an.V sttcli calamity bo- 
falls them. Jjt't itll the Uliiul Institu- 
lions and the Insuiic Hospitals be so 
provided for, that no lives would be 
lost by fiie.

Illinois InstilntioD. 

" Mandaiiin, Fla., Dec. 28, 1882. 

" Edltm- FluriiUdu: — Allow me to 
call your attention to a eiiuso in which 
I desire to enlisit your sympiilhies and 
your pen. To be brief and to the 
point, it is the snliject of deaf mule 
t'ducaiion in this Slate. As you mnst 
be well aware, tho Si ale has hitherto 
made no provision for this class of her 
children — of wliotn there are now over 
a hnndred, and tluH has been a grciit 
injitstict! lo them, inasinnch as they 
firt) entitled to the beiiilitH of an 
ednealion equally wilh tho other 
children of I he Slate. They eiin be 
taught, when proper nu'lhods are 
employed, a-; is evidenced hy the tx 
aiii|ile of (dher States, almost every 
one of which bus an im-lilutioii for 
this cliiBH, while Florida has none. 
Indeed, I believe every other Slate 
now has Nuch an iiiHlilution, iind all 
the lerrilories, with the jxissihlo ex- 
ception of tw<) or three. I am now en- 
deavoiing to found mioh tin institution 
in this Stiilc, and have tiHsiiraiices 
frorij his exeelb'tiej-, tho Governor, 
that bo will cull the attention of the 
Lcgisiatur(! to the nutter, when il 
meets iti Januiiry. But knowing the 
potent infiuenee exerted by the prcHS, 
I dcMiro lo Keeond the eirortB of the 
Governor in a ciiiise whitib hliould 
iippeiil HO ))owerfully to human sym 
puihy. I will nut call it eliaiily, for, 
Hlrifily spoiiUing, tho eHtabliHliiiieni 
of an inHliiiition for tho class alluded 
to would be an ucl of justice, since it 
is the duly of a Stato to provide for 
all its cbildnm in the miitler of edu- 
e.'ition. 1 therefore beg to call yonr 
tbotighlful attention to this subject, 
wilh the request that when the G.iv- 
ernor brings il before th(! L-'gislalure, 
in .January, you will also nrgo upon 
thai body the necassily and justice of 
providing for iho unfortiinalo eliiBh 
under consideration. At that lime the 
(jnestion will bo a live one, and there- 
fore appropriate for discussion, and 
and I prestituf! your city r<!porter can 
obtain valuable data from tho meHsage 
of (iov. Bloxham, such as would be 
suitable for lh(! basis of an argument. 
Milt should yon bo uniible to olilain 
access to that document, I will lake 
ploasnre in furnishing you wilh any 
informaliim within my power, bearing 
upon th(! subject of ihe deaf-mutoH 
:ind blind of the Slate. II iving had 
uccHHH to tho census returns, lam well 
posted on ibn subject.
